Co-operation of labor represent- 


atives in urging or opposing leg- 
islation for the good of or an- 
tagonistic to the general public 
Interest was praised by Governor

Pounds of Fish 


CORPUS CHRISTI, July 
4.—(/P> 


—Clyde 
T. 
Reed, instructor in 


charge of the A. and I. College 
marine biology . laboratory at La 
Quinta, said he hoped to ascertain 
today the cause of the death of 
millions of fish along the shores 
of Padre Island. 
Reed and Bob Farley, deputy 


game, fish and oyster commission- 
er, had reached the conclusion that 
the fish were.killed probably by a 
rift on the ocean floor or a slight 
volcanic disturbance which opened 
a sulphur dioxide gas pocket. 


Farley estimated that approxi- 


mately 10,000,000 pounds of fish 
were destroyed along 
a 40-mile 


strip between Corpus Christi Pass 
and Big Shell Banks. He said such 
a situation was unknown in the 
records of the gulf coast. 


The theory that gas caused the 
death of the fish was strengthened 
when fishermen and visitors to the 
beaches reported that choking gas 
waves were evident. 
They said 


they were seized with deep, rack- 
ing coughing attacks that con- 
tinued increasingly.

wish to fail now. 
,The deepest concern felt by the 


sponsors for a restoration was 
over the reaction abroad to the 
movement.

had been for years. 
It was recalled 
that 
former 
Premier Yevitch of Yugoslavia said 
recently: "A return of the Haps- 
hugs means war."

ing engineer, Mr. Hoover

can concept of liberty as voiced 
in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the 
constitution 
and 


warned his audience that a world- 
wide atack upon individual liber- 
ty had reached a crisis. 
"America 
has today 
a tran- 


scendent mission 
to 
civilization 


far beyond our own safety," he 
declared. "It is our high duty to 
hold bright the light of individ- 
ual liberty. From that light alone 
can come the material and spirit- 
ual redemption of mankind." 


The former executive asserted 


individual liberty already had ceas 
ed to exist in "whole nations," with 
populations 
totaling 
500,000,000 


suffering 
from 
"discouragement 


arid disillusion" and "with a sort 
of slave psychology, men would' 
rather be safe than free. And it 
has turned out they are not safe," 
he added. 
Must Hold Fast to Liberties. 
America's safety from attacks 


upon liberty, he said, "lies in hold- 
ing fast to the fundamentals of 
the great constitutional cfiarter of

Bank Clearings 
Highest In Four 


Years Reported 


NEW YORK, July 4.—(XP>—The 


highest bank clearings in nearly 
four years in the 22 leading cities 
of the United States were report- 
ed today by Dun and Bradstreet 
for the week ended yesterday. 
The total was $6.812,874,000 com- 


pared with $4,516,592,000 for the 
week ended July 4, 1934, a gain 
of 50.9 per cent over the five-day 
week of 1934 in which Independ- 
ence Day fell. 


At New York City the clearings 


were $4,757,281,000, an aWiount 56.7 
per cent higher than last year, 
and the aggregate for the centers 
outside New York reached $2,055,- 
593,000, a gain of 40.1 per cent. 
Although settlements were swol- 


len by half-yearly payments, on a 
daily average basis the Increase 
this year of $302,506,000 each day 
compares with $274,506,000 a year 
ago. 
Every city included in the sur- 
vey showed an increase this week, 
the gains being. especially large 
in New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati. Baltimore, Richmond, 
Atlanta, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Dallas, San Francisco. Portland 
and Seattle. 


(By The Associated Press.) 
More than thirty persons 


were listed as dead today 
in preliminary reports of 
fatalities that occurred dur- 
ing celebration by the na- 
tion of the 159th anniver- 
sary of its birth. 


Automobile accident deaths top- 
ped the list in the early reports, 
with at least nineteen fatalities 
attributed to this cause alone, in- 
dicating that before the arrival 
of July 5th the number dead in 
motor car mishaps on the streets 
and 
highways 
might 
reach 
or 


even surpass the 1934 figure of 
69. 


Only one death from firearms 


was reported in the early reports 
of the day's fatalities. 


Georgia, Ohio, Kansas and Mis- 


souri 
reported 
one 
automobile 


fatality each. Texas 
had 
two. 


Three died in the same manner 
in Oklahoma. 


Two persons, a boy 11, and

pending in the senate, provide that 
In case the farm act is declared 
unconstitutional, taxes which the 
processors have paid cannot be 
recovered. 
'On Capitol Hill, Chairman Jones 


(D-Tex) of the house agriculture 
committee, pointed to this pro- 
vision, and said: 


"So it's not going to do them 


a bit of good to rush in with 
all these suits now. They can't 
hope to get decisions before the 
amendments are enacted, and the 
bill applies as well to pending 
suits as to new ones." 


The AAA contends 
that 
the 


taxes in most cases have been 
passed on to 
consumers 
and 


would be impossible to trace for 
proper repayment to those who 
actually bore- the burden. 
Processors, however, declare the 


taxes seldom have thus been pass- 
ed on. • They insist they can show 
to the dollar how much they are 
out of pocket because of the lev- 
ies.The department of justice made 
public an incomplete list of 56 
suits attacking processing taxes. 
The list was compiled as of June 
27. Seth Thomas, solicitor for the 
department of 
agriculture, said 


he understood that 85 suits have 
been 
filed altogether. Atjput 15 
temporary restraining orders have 
been granted, prohibiting collec- 
tion of the taxes, he said.

Chairman Glass (D-Va) of 'the

during the day. Chairman Fletch- 
er (D-Fla) of the full committee 
said it might be , taken up on 
the floor tomorrow.1 


Little Opposition Seen.

ances, while city banks invested 
a somewhat larger proportion of > 
the Increase in their deposits In I 
government securities and open-' 
market paper." 


The board said that bank sus- 
pensions during the year were 
fewer than 
In any year since 
1920. They numbered 37 licensed 
banks with deposits of $36,793,000. 
Only one was a member of the 
reserve system. The board also re- 
ported Mhat at the end of 1934 
only 160 banks closed during the 
1933 
bank holiday remained un- 
licensed. Nine hundred twenty 
others had been placed In liqui- 
dation or receivership during the 
year.

commitete Is headed by Senator 
Glass (D-Va).

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, July 


4.—(Pi—Emperor Halle Selassie in- 
sisted today, in a statement to 
the Associated Press, that Ethi- 
opia does not want war with 
Italy, but that In the event of 
such a conflict,' 'we shall accom- 
plish our duty."

indicate that he had received any 
serious news, although unoffllcal 
reports said heavy losses were 
sustained on both sides In a bat- 
tle between Italian and Ethiopian 
forces on the ' Erltrean 
frontier.

Today's suggestion is merely of 
* marvellous way to tan, and to 
make the skin healthy, curing spots

easily. If you live by the sea, it is 
only to go into the salt water and 
then He out in the sun and dry and 
repeat this several times during 
an hour—or an afternoon! 


Few of us live by the sea. But 
the treatment is to be had just 
the same. Fill a basin with water, 
throw into it a good sized handful 
of sea salt and take it outdoors 
with you. Take a small sponge, and 
dip It Into the salt water, then wet 
your face and chest, arms and legs, 
and dry off in; the sun. As you dry, 
Wet the skin again, and except for 
the exercise of swimming, the girl 
of the beach has no advantage over 
you. The salt, the heat, the healing 
rays of the summer sun, will make 
your Bkin lovely to look at, clear, 
and .healthy, and the good looks 
and health will carry on well into 
the winter.

your back. These do not get the

part of sunbathing with oil on. Of

the sun, you need nothing at all on 


it, though the .(alt water ii beauti- 
fying and should be kept up.

Pipkin of Amarillo pleaded for 
"professional consciousness" as he 
delivered the president's annual 
address today to the Texas Bar 
Association.

ness, break the bonds of lethargy 
and indifference, and that with 
renewed inspiration and determi-

The time has passed that non- 
descript lawyers, without profes-

pride or 
affiliation,

place before us barriers that we 
cannot break down and override 
in our forward progress." 
He reiterated his support of the 


movement to remove the judiciary 
from politics. 
"It is the general consensus,'1 


he said, "that all judges should 
have certain fundamental quali- 
fications 
and 
characteristics— 


moral background, general educa- 
tion, legal education, broad experi- 
ence from active practice at the 
bar, 
the 
judicial temperament, 


and sufficient age to insure sound 
reasoning and mature judgment. 
A majority of votes, alone, in a 
political contest, 
cannot supply 
these fundamental qualifications."

control of them recently. Work-

tration.
